There were two great pro- 
grams, the matinee which was rati 
unique in that it was rendered i 
only by a forty-piece orchest 
soloists, both vocal aad violin, but 
the chorus was sung by a hundred 
and fifty public school children of 
this city. The last number of the 
program was an "American Battle 
Scene,'' a great descriptive piece 
which aroused the emotions of all 
present, so yivid were the musical 
pictures. And the night was Hay- 
dir's Oritorio, The Creation, render- 
ed by the same orchestra and soloists, 
but the chorus was composed of one 
hundred and seventy-five adultvoices. 
The hearing of such a musical com- 
position as this, is a treat that many 
of us may never have again, and one 
no person could afford to miss, whether 
he is a lover of music or not. 

Everything that is essential to 
well rounded and fully developed 
education is placed within the reach 
of every student. 

We will, indeed, be glad to have 
more of our members from Jefferson 
county to join us soon,

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DUTY OF PARENTS 
TO CHILDREN. 

In this age of push and progress, 
when the American peoule are run- 
ning mad about pleasure and world- 
ly things, parents have a great 
responsibility in rearing their child- 
ren. We look about us and find the 
youngsters disregarding parents' 
wishes and, we might say. "running 
at large." What is to become of 
the world, if the parents do not call 
a half/ 

The boys and girls of this day and 
time are to be the men and women of 
future generations. Will they make 
good men and women if they are not 
trained right now'/^ Will they be 
what they ought to be, if they are 
permitted to go where they please 
and engage in every kind of worldly 
' Is not many worldly 
iful and harmful? Are 
all kinds of boys and girls suitable 
to play together and enjoy the same 
kind of amusement? These are 
some of the things, it seems to us, 
that parents should think about.

:reased but also the breeding 
and feeding should receive more 
careful attention. 
To begin with, we cannot afford 
) raise any but che best hogs. By 
this we do not mean any particular 
brted, but we do mean that the ani- 
mals should belong to some breed. A 
good grade is better than a poor ani- 
mal of pure breeding, but the average 
e bred is infinitely better than 
average grade, to say nothing of 
the scrub. In two all important 
particulars is the pure bred, animal 
superior: first, more economical gains 
secured, and second, when the 
ual is ready for market it will 
imand the top price, whereas the 
scrub will probably sell 50 cents low- 
er. Just here it is well to remember 
that this 50 cents reduction must be 
taken from our profit, which is narrow 
enough already. 

Inheritance largely fixes the pos- 
sibilities of an animal, furnishingthe 
detailed plans and specifications be- 
forehand, while the feeding later 
builds the structure and maintains 
it. Some feeders advocate cross 
breeding of hogs, holding that the 
cross bred animals make better feed- 
ers. Even if we grant this to be 
:, the same feeder will admit that 
the second cross is very poor. Then 
order to keep stocked with animals 
of the first cross we must be contin- 
ually dependent upon the pure breed- 
ers for fresh stock of the two breeds 
concerned, always paving fancy 

One of the best features of any- 
kind of stock farming is that it stim- 
ulates other farm activities. The 
feed should nearly all be produced 
the farm One important princi- 
: in feeding will be mentioned 
here. The young, growing animal 
a ration much diffierent 
from that of the mature animal. The 
most important period of a pig's life 
is the time between weaning and his 
attaining HO pounds weight. The 
growing animal requires much pro- 
in and ash to produce muscle and 
ne respectively, the purpose being 
grow a frame upon which subse- 
quently to lay a pad of fat. To meet 
the requirement of s/rowth, suitable 
food must be provided. The cheap- 
est gains can no doubt be made by 
providing alfalfa or clover pas 
and giving a supplementary 
ration.

Skim milk is one of the best known 
supplements for corn in feeding 
young swine, and we will doourselves 
no harm by making an effort to pro- 
duce more skim milk, for the dairy 
industry is highly profitable. Soy 
beans and corn, in the proportion of 
about one to six, make an excellent 
ration for young pigs, and the soy 
beans should by all means be grown 
on the home farm, for we thereby
